The writer said that he and an- 
other gentleman had between them 
$15,000 capital and wished to float a 
acompany with a capital of $50,000. 
They asked for information as to the 
chances of obtaining a free site, exemp- 
tion from taxation, guarantee of 
bonds, etc

Germany Watching 
France’s Actions in 
Morocco 


Berlin, Aug, 27.—The attention of che 
German government is fixed upon the 
events of Casablinca more than upon 
any other subject in Germany’s exter- 
nal relations. The presumption, of 
course, is that the French government 
will observe the declarations at the bee 
ginning of the operations, and remain in 
Morocco only long enough to restore 
order. Yet, the indications are that 
France’s definition of that peroid will 
depend on developments in the situa- 
tion, and may be a long one. The prin- 
cipal of the French acticn is considered 
to be altogether correct. The German 
government under similar conditions 
would have acted as France has done, 
in other words, she would have sent 
warships to Casablanca had German 
subjects been killed. But the 
French action, although sound in prin- 
ciple, is looked on officially here as not 
being well managed, and as being 
characterized by a certain degree of fer- 
ocity and slaughter that might have 
been avoided.
